Having been Director of Radio Free Europe in Munich for five and a 
half year#, and having been associated very closely with the employees who 
would be affected by this legislation, perhaps I am in a unique position to answer 
questions and clear up any doubts which may remain in the minds of any of the 
Committee members. 

White we are very eager to do all we can to help push this bill, I naturally 
do not wish, to become a nuisance or wear out my welcome. Nevertheless, I feel 
that I ought to bo able to help along this project, which really does have high 
importance to future effectiveness of RFE and many of its most valuable lossy 
employees. 1 will of course be guided by your advice in any actions I take.
